iiBVELAiro.'Ohio, Jan. 8.—The trial 


of the Eev. Howard MacQaeary for 
heresy was continued to-day before the 
ecclesiastical court of the Episcopal 
diocese of Ohio. Bev. MacQaeary made 
a long argument in defense of his posi- 
tion and predicted that the views set 
forth by him in his book and in the pul- 
pit, would be adopted before the dawn 
of the twentieth Jcentnry.

pal pulpit, he would continue to preach 
Mi doctrines concerning the conception, 
birth and resurrection of Christ, but he 
begged the court, for the sake of the 
ohtiroh, n t to find him guilty, because 
he feared damaging results would fol- 
low such an action in this transitional 


age. 


Dr. Bates, the attorney for the prose- 


cution, demanded that Bev. MaoQueary 
be declared guilty, because he was be- 
ing tried by a court of to day and not of 
a century hence, and because he read 
things from the scripture and then ad- 
vised his hearers not to believe them. 

MaeQoeary rather anticipates con- 
viction, in which case he will probably 
go into the Unitarian church.

A final provision makes it necessary for 
the board to pass favorably upon all ap- 
plications for pardon before they are 
submitted to the governor.

Women and girls between the ages of 
fifteen and seventeen years were not 
allowed to work between 9 o'clock in 
the evening and 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing; now they may be employed at 
nightwork. Thus the new law is more 
favorable for the employers and less 
protective for the minors and factory 
women.

Tak- 
ing the navy ration, a fair allowance of 
food that will support an adult man 
during twenty four hours, and making a 
proper reduction for women and chil- 
dren, it appears that there is consumed 
daily in Fort Wayne and its suburbs, as 
follows: Bread, 25,500 pounds; veg- 
etables, 25,500 pounds; meat, 21,600 
pounds; butter, 3,600 pounds; sugar, 
7,200 pounds.
